House Group Votes 
To Keep Ban, Senate 
Favors Lifting It 


Shortly after Gov. Arnall asked 
the legislature to permit future 
governors to succeed themselves, 
the house and senate committees 
on revising the constjtution split 
over lifting the constitutional ban. 

At House Speaker Roy Harris’ 
request, the house committee 
voted 24 to 12 to retain the ban on 
all governors. 

The senate committee approved 
without discussion the provision 
in the revised constitution that 
would lift the ban. 


TOUCHES ON “SUCCESSION” 


However, 
yoted in favor of two constitu- 
tional changes advocated by the 
Governor, creation of a conscitu- 
tional department of corrections, 
and of a constitutional veterans 
service office. In both instances, 
it was voted to lower proposed 
membership on the boards from 
seven to five, and in the case of 
the veterans service office, a pro- 
vision was adopted that members 
should be war veterans. 

Only a few hours earlier, Arnall 

d asked the general assembly 
or these provisions in the new 
ecenstitution, along with a pro- 
vision permitting a governor to 
succeed himself. He asked, how- 
ever, that the latter change not be 
made effective unti!] expiration of 
his own term, declaring he did 
not desire the change made for 
himself. 

EXISTING PLAN WIPED OUT 

The proposed new constitution 
as drafted by a 23-member special 
commission, wiped out thte exist- 
ing prohibition against a govern- 
or’s re-election. 

Arnall, in his address-to a joint 
gession of the assembly, said that 
democracy required that the peo- 
ple be free to elect whomsoever 
they please. 

When the question came up at 
the commission session last month, 
the Governor broke a tie vote ¢o 
provide for the eligibility of a 
governor to succeed himself. The 
one-term provision was part of an 
amendment adopted in 1943 to ex- 
tend the governor’s term from two 
to four years. 

“HIGHLY CONTROVERSIAL” 

Harris told the committee that 
the question of a governor’s suc: 
ceeding himself was “highly con- 
troversial all over Georgia” and 
that, “if you put controversial mat- 
ters in the proposed new constitu- 
tion you are going to get it all 
killed.” 

Harris also said that if any pro- 
posal for removal of the ban was 
edvanced, it should be submitted 
as a separate amendment. Apn- 
swering a question from the floor, 
he added “it wouldn't be adopted 
anyway.”

oll Tax To Die, 
Arnall Declares 


By M. L. ST. JOHN. 
Georgia’s dollar-a-year poll tax apparently is going to be 
killed, but whether at the hands of Gov. Arnall or by act of 
the general assembly, remains to be seen. 


The Governor yesterday asked‘ 
the legislature to abolish the~ tax 
as a prerequisite for voting—and 
informed the senators and rep- 
resentatives, with apologies, that 
if they did not do it, he would 
end the tax by executive order. 

Members of the assembly be- 
lieved that wery few votes were 
changed by the Governor’s ap- 
pearance, however, as most leg- 
islators had definite convictions on 
this question. Arnall did sway 
those few who were “on the 
fence,” it was agreed. 

The Governor’s statement drew 
the ire of some solons, and Rep. 
James Dykes, of Bleckley, spear- 
headed opposition sentiment with 
a proposal to repeal by law the 
Governor’s authority to suspend 
collection of taxes. 

Dykes, who described himself as 
a friend of Arnall’s, said he was 
so irked that he had completed an 
outline of the bill in his mind 
even before the Governor had fin- 
ished the hour-and-one-half ad- 
dress in which he traced a broad 
program of proposed legislation 


and..warned.ihb@fuunless the state 
acted the federal government 
would. 

“If one man is going to counter- 
mand the actions of 257 legislators 
we might as well go out of busi- 
ness,” Dykes said. His feeling was 
echoed repeatedly in cloakroom 
conversation of both house and 
senate. 

What amounted to an initial test 
on the legislature’s stand came a 
few hours after Arnall spoke when 
the house committee considering 
the revised constitution voted flat- 
ly against including a poll tax 
abolition section in the new con- 
stitution. The vote was 23-14 
against a motion by Rep. Pannell, 
of Murray county. The same body 
also downed by voice vote a pro- 
posal by Rep. Smith, of Bryan 
county, to eliminate the poll tax 
and also to require permanent reg- 
istration of voters. 

The senate, which suspended 
debate on the bill for total abo-

Americans Smash South in Luzon; 


Now 54 Miles North of Manila 


Br the Associated Press. 

American land forces headed Aa 
Manila advanced five miles south- 
west on the central Luzon plains, 
captured a former U. §&.-Filipino 
Army base and gained new posi- 
tions 54 miles north of the Philip- 
pines capital, Gen. MacArthur re- 
ported today. 

As American planes continued 
their smashing attacks on Japa- 
nese lines of communications and 
Luzon airfields, the doughboys 
took Camp O’Donnell, in southern 
Tarlac province, and captured the 
roadside town of Concepcion. 

Meanwhile official reports from 
other American sources said hard- 
hitting Army and Navy fliers again 
struck Japan’s homeland indus. 
tries and Ryukyu islands. The Jat- 
ter raids, by carrier planes, were 
designed to protect Luzon inva- 
sion forces from aerial attacks.

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan, 23.— 
(INS)—Several thousand Amer- 
ican prisoners of war have been 
transferred from the Philippines 
to Japan, the Berne (Swiss) 
radio announced tonight in a 
broadcast recorded by the Fed- 
eral Communications Commis- 
sion. 

Radiograms revealing the 
transfer, according to the broad- 
cast, have been received by the 
central agency for prisoners of 
war in Geneva. Some of the 
messages, the broadcast said, 
contained from 1,200 to 1,500 
words and gave a “detailed ac- 
count” of each prisoner.

MONTGOMERY, Ala., Jan. 23. 
(P)—Two men, who State High- 
way Patrol Chief Van Buren Gil- 
escaping from 
a Thomasville, Ga., prison camp, 
were captured near here today 
after a chase of several miles dur- 
ing which the tires of their auto- 
mobile were punctured by police 
bullets. 

Gilbert identified 
Emory Dukes, 24, serving five to 
11 years on a burglary conviction, 
and Willie Wilmer Brown, 36, serv- 
ing a life sentence on conviction 
for armed robbery. 

The patrol chief said the two 
fled the. Thomasville prison last 
December and were traveling in 
an automobile stolen in Alma, Ga., 
Jan. 14. He added that they had 
in their possession 486 gasoline 
coupons for trucks, tractors and 
private cars as well as a batch of 
blank draft cards and a rubber 
stamp identified as taken from the 
Georgetown, Ga., draft board of- 
fice.

two automatic pistols, a double- 
barreled sawedoff shotgun, saws 
and other tools along with shoes, 
haberdashery and groceries.

Gilbert said the men were being 
held at Kilby prison for transfer 
back to Georgia, but their alleged 
activities in Alabama would be in- 
vestigated and holdovers filed if 
indictments are returned.

BRITISH GAIN TWO MILES 


At the southern end of the west- 
ern front the French First Army, 
after being held to limited gains 
since opening’an attack Saturday, 
launched what was described as a 
“new and powerful” offensive on 
the Alsace plain.

Gen. Kurt Dittmar, regarded as 
a spokesman for the German high 
command, said tonight that it 
would be “many a day” before the 
Reich could tell where the Soviet 
winter offensive would be stopped. 

Other German broadcasts said 
Adolf Hitler had given his most 
determined commanders, includ- 
ing Gestapo Chief Heinrich Himm- 
ler, complete power in the east. 

Dittmar, speaking on the Ger- 
man radio for the first time in 
three weeks, warned that a “gale 
of tanks now is carrying apoca- 
lyptic figures of Bolshevists to- 
ward the west.” 

And he took the occasion to cau- 
tion Germans against overopti- 
mism as regards the western 
front. 


| MANY DANGERS... 


“Many an unlimitedty grave sit- 
uation will still have to be mas- 
tered,” he said. “Very often, pain- 
ful impatience will fill us when 
the names of German cities are 
being mentioned as being fought 
for, or as having been lost. 

“The worry of where and when 
the Red tidal wave which now has 
flooded through our towns can be 
halted, will many a day yet move 
us most deeply.” 

Dittmar said German counter 
measures against the Russians “got 
moving comparatively. slowly.” 
and this may be “trying for our 
German patience.” 

GRAIN OF COMFORT 

But the breaches the Soviets 
made in the German lines require 
“more than just improvisations. 

“It is essential not only to halt 
them somehow, but to hit the ad- 
vanced wedges as thoroughly and 
decisively as possible.” 

Dittmar found a grain of com- 
fort in the fact that the eastern 
battlefield was deep. Before the 
Russians began their advance, its 
depth compelled the Germans to 
string their defenses out, but .this 
depth may now prove “decisive 
in further developments.”

So you think you have been tired. So you think you have driven 


yourself until your 


bones ached and every nerve screamed out 


until you said you “could sleep for 48 hours.” 


Well, there should be some other 
word for what you feel, because, 
“tired” is the sensation Lt. R 
ard L. Lang, of re ’ ea 
Calhoun, Ga. ‘4 
experienced aft- 
er flying 2,000 
hours as a Troop 
Carrier pilot in 
the Pacific. At 
the time he left, 
incidentally, 
there were only 
two other pilots 
who had more 
hours. 

“I was so tired 
before coming 
back to the ea 
States; I slept fae 
for two weeks,” Lt. R. L. Lang 
said Lang, laughing. “I went to a 
hospital to ‘rest up,’ and what a 
They’d wake me 
up and give me something to eat 
and a sleeping pill, and I’d go back 
to sleep. Yes sir, I slept for two 
weeks.” 


“WONDERFUL REST” 


“Oh, what a wonderful rest!” he 
repeated, sighing blissfully. 

When Lt. Lang went out to the 
Pacific the first of January, 1943, 
the Troop Carrier command was 
a baby. It had been organized 
the previous September, and his 
group was the second to go over. 
In fact, it was the first mass flight 
of twin-engined planes—54 to be 
exact—to cross the Pacific. 


“We were sort of an experi- 
ment,” he explained. “We were 
a bunch of green pilots, and we 
didn’t know what we were headed 
into. Townsville, Australia, was 
to be our base. Well, the same 
day we landed in Townsville, we 
went on to Port Moresby, where 
we stayed a month for the Buna 
and Wau campaigns. That’s the 
way things moved—we'd keep 
working up right along with the 
front lines. You see, we'd have 
to bring in all the supplies—food, 
clothing, ammunition, the troops 
themselves. 

“We'd land on improvised strips 
on the sides of mountains where 
sometimes one end of the field 
would be 50 feet higher than the 
other. The fighting still would 
be going on and there would be 
bodies lying around so thick you’d 
have a hard time not stepping on 


ithem. The smell was horrible be- 


cause the tropical sun deteriorated 
the bodies so fast. 


LIVED LIKE INFANTRY 


“Yes, we would often land, open 
the doors, and the soldiers would 
step out and immediately start 
shooting.” 


The impression that the Air 
Corps had comparatively luxuri- 
ous quarters to come back to aftér 
dangerous missions does not apply 


to the Pacific Troop Carrier Com-

“We lived on the strip at Hol- 
landia for a week until they could 
take the surrounding territory.

It was 
every man for himself. There was 
artillery fire going on constantly, 
and some of the Air Corps men 
would sneak out on the sly and 
‘do a little hunting,’ bringing back 
a few Jap souvenirs, and maybe 
a prisoner or two. However, we 
were not supposed to engage in 
any fighting.

For one thing, the farmers have 
a little spare change in their pock- 
ets. Prices were good last year. 
Time was when a $20 bill was so 
scarce in these parts that store 
keepers would beckon to neigh- 
bors to look at the big money. To- 
day farm women, like one in Tif- 
ton, dole out a 20-spot to pay for 
a mess of mackerel. 

THERE’S A REASON 

But the farmers’ financial status 
isn’t the main thing. The reason 
there’s no grumbling around the 
whittlin’ benches is because most 
of the whittlers have boys in Bel- 
gium or on Luzon. Some are think- 
ing of prisoners of war camps, or 
hospitals. Some wear gold stars. 

Farming in south Georgia defi- 
nitely is undergoing a metamor- 
phosis. Take the sentiments of the 
courthouse gatherers in Adel. 


O. L. Flowers has farmed in 
Cook county for 30 years, but he 
has never seen conditions to 
equal today’s. His answer to the 
labor shortage is to sow more oats 
and grain, cut acreage “down to 
\where I can handle it myself.” 

Seventy-six-year-old J. L. Me- 
Cranie farmed “till I gave out.” 
He says a farmer today can buy 
a mule, hire a man to plow him, 
pay him wages and the “hand” 
won’t make as much as his wages 
and the mule cost. He talked 
about the type of labor now avail- 
able since selective service and 
essential industry claimed the 
cream, then the whole milk, and 
now are scraping the bottom.

Georgian One of Two To Escape 
Overwhelmed Band of Heroes

WITH U. S. TROOPS IN THE 
LOWER VOSGES, Alsace, Jan. 23. 
(P)—The little battle below the 
Maginot line northeast of Reipert 
Swiller is over and four hellish 
days and nights have ended for a 
heroic band of American troops, 
who were forced to surrender. 

Their cause was lost, but they 
made the Germans pay a heavy 
price in Elite troops killed and 
wounded. The Germans have been 
talking of the pocket battle in their 
communiques for several days. 

The Americans were cut off and 
surrounded a mile and a half 
northeast of Reipert Swiller, while 
hammering back the enemy’s 
Bitche salient. They surrendered 
finally after only two men man- 
aged to escape back to Seventh 
Army lines. 

About 145 men were cut off, but 
how many of these lived to sur- 
render was not known here. 

The Germans infiltrated behind 


American lines Jan. 16 and the | 
Americans found themselves iso-| 
lated from battalion headquarters. 
They fought off wave after wave 
of German assaults from Jan. 17 
until mid-afternoon Jan. 20. 

Survivors then tried to break 
out, but failed. Lt. Col Felix 
Sparks, of Miami, Ariz., the bat- 
talion commander, received the 
last radio message a little later 
that evening. 

“Lift artillery. We can’t make 
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it. We're surrendering.” They 
were Pvt. Walter Bruce, of Gaines. 
ville, Ga., and Pfc. Benjamin Mel- 
ton, of Goldsboro, N. C. 


They described the enemy’s ar- 
tillery, rocket and mortar fire as 
they heaviest they had encounter- 
ed. They said the Americans divid- 
ed wounded men so that one 
wounded man could be in a fox- 
hole under care of two. un- 
wounded, 


The men had a single case of 
K-rations and no water. 


Sparks himself made a heroic it- 
tempt to supply the men by going 
up in a medium tank. He was un- 
able to deliver the supplies, but he 
got out under fire and picked up 
three wounded men and carried 
them back atop the tank. 


The night before the surrender, 
Lt. Willis Talkington, of Craig, 
Colo., managed to get up to the 
party by a wooded trail in a light

Wallace, Jones 
Summoned to 
Senate Session 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—(4)— 
Henry A, Wallace’s nomination to 


be secretary of commerce was 
shoved on to a senate sidetrack 
today, while his critics sought to 
hack away the job’s vast finan- 
cial responsibilities. 

The commerce committee voted 
10 to 2 to defer consideration of 
the nomination and take up first 
the proposal by Sen. George, of 
Georgia, to strip the government’s 
big a agencies from the 
Commerce partment. 

Hearings on the George bill 
were called for 1:30 p. m. (At- 
lanta time) tomorrow. George 
and Wallace were invited to tes- 
tify as was Jesse Jones, the bank- 
er President Roosevelt removed 
as commerce secretary to make 
room in the cabinet for the for- 
mer vice president. 

The United Press reported leg- 
islation similar to the George bill 
was introduced in the house by 
Rep. Fred L. Crawford, Repub- 
lican, Michigan, after several of 
the Republican members spoke in 
opposition to Wallace. 

Chairman Bailey, Democrat, 
North Carolina, said the Senate 
Commerce Committee had no in- 
tention of delaying action on the 
nomination. Senators who have 
been outspoken in opposition to 
putting the government’s lending 
powers into the hands of Wallace 
whose economic ideas they regard 
as radical, made it no secret, how- 
ever, that they hoped the nomi- 
nation would stay in the commit- 
tee pigeon-hole until a decision is 
reached on the George bill. 

Angrily, Sen. Pepper, Democrat, 
Florida, a warm supporter of the 


‘| Wallace nomination, told reporters 


“it is obviously a move to make 
passage of Sen. George’s bill a 
condition precedent to a vote on 
Mr. Wallace’s confirmation.” 

Pepper also described the 
George bill as “a slap in the face” 
for Wallace. He added: “This is 
another way of undercutting the 
President and glorifying Jesse 
Jones as if he were the only man 
in the world qualified to hold the 
place.” 

Pepper and Sen. Overton, Dem- 
ocrat, Louisiana, were the two 
commerce committee members 
who voted to take up the Wal- 
lace nomination. Seven members 
were absent and Bailey declined 
to say who voted to go ahead first 
with the George bill. 

Bailey said that George appear- 
ed before the committee and made 
“a good presentation” of his bill, 
arguing on its merits and with- 
out reference to the Wallace nom- 
ination, 


Farm Bloc Hails

Worked out yesterday by the 
House Agriculture Committee and 
Maj. Gen, Lewis B. Hershey, se- 
lective service director, the direc- 
tive emphasized to draft boards 
that a Jan. 13 order was not to be 
interpreted as setting aside the 
Tydings act. 

The Tydings act, an amendment 
to the original draft law, pre 
scribed the conditions under which 
draft boards should defer farm 
workers,

NAZIS REMOVE HINDENBURG'S BODY 
BEFORE SURRENDERING TANNENBERG 


LONDON, Jan, 23.—(#)—The Germans removed the coffin 
of Field Marshal Paul von Hindenburg from the Tannenberg 
memorial and blew up that huge, castle-like structure before 
surrendering the East Prussian town to the Russians Sunday, a 
German broadcast said today. 

It declared the coffin of von Hindenburg’s wife and “the 
flags of East and West Prussian regiments” likewise were re- 
moved. 

Von Hindenburg’s body was taken in 1935 to the memorial, 
where a perpetual flame was kept burning in honor of German 
war dead. Amidst Hitlerian rituals, von Hindenburg was 
entombed beside the coffins of 20 unknown German soldiers 
who died in t German-won battle of Tannenberg in the last 
war. The hue national monument was built in 1927 and 
enlarged in 1935.

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The Governor's Forthright Speech 


Georgia general assemblies have heard 
more polished speeches than the one Ellis 
Arnall made on yesterday. And certainly 
they have heard more politically pleasing 
ones. But never in the history of the state 
has the chief executive taken occasion to 
lay down a more frank and forthright 
statement of political policy than Arnall 


gave the legislators for their—and the rec- 
ord’s—benefit. 

Speaking extemporaneously, “from the 
bottom of my heart,’ Arnall minced no 
words, pulled no punches as he enunciated, 
item. by item, the problems which confront. 
the assembly. There was no evasion of 
controversial matters, no straddling of is- 
sues. There was no pussy-footing, no 
equivocation. The Governor spoke his 
mind, spoke it candidly, spoke it well. 
When he finished, a full hour and a half 
after he began, not a soul in either house 
could but know where the state’s admin- 
istrative leader stands on each and every 
matter of consequence to the future wel- 
fare of the state. 

Conscientious citizens—along with 
members of the legislature—will find much 
food for thought in the Governor’s clear- 
cut outline of the state’s governmental 


problems. Whether one agrees entirely 
with him or not, his comprehensive enu- 
meration and clear-cut views on such mat- 
ters as veterans’ service legislation, in- 
equitable highway allocations, poll tax, po- 
litical patronage, and proposed provisions 
for postwar expansion will serve as a 
guidepost for Georgia government for no 


few years to come. 


Most especially, however, are we 


pleased with the Governor's statement 


that, of all the matters with which it is 
concerned, the legislature will be remem- 


bered most for the revised constitution 


which it will submit to the people for 
ratification or rejection. 

The Governor held, as have we so often 
in the past, that absolutely essential in- 
gredients in such a revised revision of our 
organic law are: 

1. Home Rule. 

2. Merit System. 

! 3. Constitutional Prison Board. 

Without these, said the Governor, the 


“people will be “greatly disappointed.” 


For once, the Governor puts it mildly. 
Without these the constitutiqgn will be 
worthless and inacceptable to the people. 


Necessary Manpower-Control Provision 


Despite inevitable opposition from or- 
ganized labor, it is apparent to anyone 
with the ability to use simple logic that 
any law which can compel a man to work 
in a war factory must contain a clause 
making it optional with hiin whether or 
not he joins a labor union. This regardless 
of whether the factory to which he is or- 
dered is operating under closed shop con- 
tract or not. 


The bill approved by the House Mili- 
tary Committee provides that any man re- 
fusing to take such a: job at draft board 
direction may either be inducted into the 
Army or, if he is above Army age or physi- 
cally unfit, he may be sentenced to five 
vears’-imprisonment and a fine of $10,000. 


Under such a law, the impossible situ- 
ation would arise, if closed shop require- 
ments still held, of the United States gov- 
ernment compelling its citizens to join a 
Jabor union, obey its rules and pay its dues, 
on penalty of a heavy fine and term in 
prison. Which is unthinkable. 

In a nation founded upon individual 
liberty, and today fighting for that same 
liberty against the threat of a totalitarian 
enemy, there can be no legal basis for a 
law compelling its citizens to give allegi- 
ance to any organization or group other 
than the nation itself. Nor can the gov- 
ernment impose the taxing power—which 
is what compulsory payment of union dues 
amounts to—for any purpose other than 
the maintenance of the government itself. 


There can be no question of the high 
value of the organized labor movement, 
not only for the workers themselves, but 
for the nation as a whole. Nothing in all 
economic history has contributed so much 
to the high standard of living and to the 
general prosperity of both labor and of 
industry and business, as the labor union. 


There are few, if any, who today question 
the wisdom of collective bargaining or the 
right of the workers to organize for their 
own benefit. 

However, there has always been serious 
doubt of the right of the “closed shop,” a 
system which makes union membership 
compulsory if a man would work to sup- 
port himself and his dependents. The 
right to work, where and how he pleases, 
is a fundamental American right, one of 
the rights for which our forefathers fought 
and for which they founded this country. 

When, in addition to the closed shop, the 
“check-off” system is imposed, the regi- 
mentation of workers becomes even more 
undesirable. Under the check-off, union 
dues are deducted from pay envelopes be- 
fore the workers receive their earnings 
and are turned over, in lump sum, to the 
union. 

Such a system is compulsion, a condi- 
tion repulsive to all men imbued with the 
American love of freedom. 

When, as under the proposed manpower 
control act, the government holds the 
threat of prison and fine over the man 
who refuses to take a designated job, it is 
absolutely essential that, in so far as such 
a forced worker is concerned, at least, the 
compulsion of the closed shop and the 
check-off be lifted. 

If that compulsion is not removed, the 
government is placed in the untenable po- 
sition of using its power to force free 
Americans to become union members re- 
gardless of their wishes and, similarly, the 
government undertakes to tax its citizens 
for the benefit of a nongovernmental 
group, the labor unions themselves. 

At least for forced workers, under the 
manpower bill, the issue of union mem- 
bership must be placed on a voluntary 
basis.

The V-2s Fall 
Without Warning 


LONDON.—tThe official English report this 

morning said: “During the period from 7 a. m. 

zo yesterday until 7 a. m. today there was enemy 

activity over southern England. Some casualties and damages 
resulted.” 

This explains why, at 4 o’clock this afternoon, Mr. Wilbur For- 
rest, chairman of the American Society of Newspaper Editors’ 
Committee, walked to the window of our room and said, “I wish 
Jack Knight and Roy Roberts were here to join us in saying, 
‘Those dirty Huns.’ ” 

. The dirty Huns had just exploded a V-2 bomb about a mile from 
our window. Now, let me hasten to say that you should not be 
smug about that. A mile is a mile and a miss is as good as a mile. 
But where the V-2 bombs are concerned, you think of a mile with 
affection. You would rather have that mile than a pretty girl or 
a spaghetti dinner. Depending on your age, you would swap that 
mile for either. 

You don’t write about the V-2 bomb except to say that in all 
honesty it is not doing the damage Hitler thinks it is. The general 
theory is he shoots it to England just to keep up the morale of 
his people, who are getting a bad beating from the RAF and the 
American Air Force. 

Nevertheless, certain facts have been made avail- 
able to the public domain. One is that the war: 
head of the bomb carries a ton of high explosive. The other is that 
it travels faster than sound. It goes at about 3,500 miles per hour. 
You do not hear it. That is, you do not hear .it if it arrives near 
you. If you do hear it you are all right. You have missed it. Or, 
let us say, it has missed you. 

It is fired from permanent and movable bases. Ityis a rocket. 
It travels about 70 miles into the air before it begins to come down. 
It is about 40 feet long. It weighs well over a ton. 

If you are within a mile of one when it explodes you hear two 
explosions. The upper part of the bomb explodes about 100 feet 
before it strikes. The warhead, containing one ton of terrific ex- 
plosive, hurtles on to earth. You hear, if a mile away, the first 
explosion and then the second. 

You then hear a long, roaring sound. 
passage through the air at long last catching up with it. 
you my honest word, the roaring sound lasts for seconds. 
sound arrives after the bomb. 

Therefore, they are mysterious. You can go to pieces, as some 
very, very few people do. You can say to yourself, “At this moment 
one of those great machines, with a ton of explosive in it, is rush- 
ing downward at incredible speed and is about to hit my roof. It 
may be true. That awful fact hangs over every person in London 
and its environs, as we say at the Claridge. 


: But the actual facts are that life goes on much 
Life as Usual more than usual. The blitz was hell. Let’s 
don’t forget that. For at least 12 hours a day the Germans poured 
down bombs. They did that for three months. 

The buzz-bomb was bad. Whoever named it that was a fool. 
It is not a buzz. It sounds like a Piper Cub airplane close over 
your head and it emits a red trail of fire. It carries a half ton 
of explosive. At any unknown‘*moment it may cut off its motor 
and fall. 


It is a “thing.” It is not a buzz-bomb. 
It is a “thing,” without mother or father. It is an evil, ghastly, 
shocking, nerve-racking “thing.” You can see it. You can hear it. 
You can follow its flight. But you do not know if it will pass on 
or stop its fligakt and fall on you. There it is in the sky, an evil, 
ugly, horrible, untrue, nightmare, fairy tale, evil witch sort of 
thing. But there it is. And it can kill you and all that are dear 
to you. It can destroy your house and your neighbor’s house. It 
can destroy his shop, his maid servant, his man servant and all 
that he covets. It is a “thing.” 

So, it was good to get rid of it—or almost so. 
have it come seldomly. 

The V-2 is twice as bad-——explosively. 

It is larger, heavier, invisible, soundless, more deadly. But it 
is easier. 

What man cannot hear or see he does not fear as much as that 
which flies before his eyes, which seems to look at him, which 
seems to poise over him, which seems to inquire at his window. 

If it comes, it comes. And no one near it will know it if it comes. 
So, England goes on its way. The bombs come. How often, or 
how seldomly, is something for the officials. But they come.. And, 
sitting in your room, when the explosion comes, you say, “Those 
dirty —— ”’ And you think fondly of a mile. Or even a half 

If it is close, you hear no sound. You just see your windows 
and doors come in and you know something is wrong. If it is 
really close you know nothing, and that must be a comfort. 

So, that is how when Mr. Wilbur Forrest, descendant of the 
great Nathan Bedford Forrest, says, “Those dirty Huns,” we all 
thank God for the half mile or so, and agree.

A Belgian Answers 
For Insulted People 


You may remember that, on Jan. 4, a certain 

Frederick C, Crawford, American manufacturer 

| and a former president of the National Associa- 

tion of Manufacturers, made a speech before the Chamber of Com- 

merce of the state of New York: He had just returned from a visit 

of three weeks to Europe and the speech was supposed to be a 
report on conditions he found there. ; 

His remarks were so contrary to every other report that has 
come from liberated Europe, were, in fact, so startlingly Fascist in 
tone, that the nation was shocked when it read the news report of 
that speech. 

The Constftution carried, two days later, an editorial condemn- 
ing the speech and pointing out that, if Crawford had heard what 
he reported, in France and Belgium, he must have consorted with 
only those dishonored few who had been collaborationists with 
the German conquerors of their countries. 

Now, with words no less biting than deserved, the magazine 
Belgium answers Crawford, in an editorial written by Rene His- 
laire, titled “Insulting the Underground.” That editorial opens 
with a quotation from the New York Times report on the Craw- 
ford speech: 

“In both countries (France and Belgium) the underground is 
composed largely of Communists, young people and underworld 
ex-convicts who robbed ten peaceful families for every train that 
was blown up.’” a3 

The editorial continues: 

“This startling and outrageous remark is contained in the New 
York Times report of Jan. 5 of an address made by Mr. Frederick 
C. Crawford on the previous day. (Then follows identification 
of Mr. Crawford, his business affiliations, etc.) 

“Our French friends have expressed their opinion of this per- 
sonage who is his own judge when, in the same address, he de- 
clares (and here we quote the report of the New York Herald 
Tribune): ‘France and Belgium have prospered under German rule 
and greeted the American invasion with a cold shoulder.’ But 
we are going to let him know right now what every Belgian thinks 
of him, except of course collaborationists, whether the 100 per cent, 
50 per cent or 25 per cent variety. 


“You spent three weeks in Europe, Mr. Fred- 
Three Weeks erick C. Crawford. And your stay was long 
enough to ascertain that France and Belgium were richer than 
ever through the German occupation and you even offer as evi- 
dence proof of it that the Ritz hotel in Paris where you were ac- 
commodated, ‘was decorated trimly, some of the rooms were mod- 
ernistic, silk curtains were at the windows, and even the big brass 
doorknobs were intact.’ 

“But you had no time in those three weeks to see any of the 
tens of thousands of little victims of tuberculosis, the children who 
have never had enough to eat since May, 1940. You had no time 
to contact any one of those small shopkeepers, the small investors 
who had to pay out their last sou, who parted with their home or 
their few poor belongings to permit an occasional purchase on the 
black market to ward off starvation. 

“Naturally, you did not meet any members of the underground 
either, that underground which you say is made up solely of Com- 
munists and ex-convicts and whom you do not hesitate to lump 
together. You knew none of the martyrs of Breendonck, none of 
those Belgians—workmen, peasants, lawyers, doctors or priests— 
who throughout the occupation hid Jewish children to save them 
from the hell of Lublin, or those, for instance, who assisted hun- 
dreds and thousands of American and British airmen to escape 
from the enemy and get into the fight... 

’ “Are you aware, Mr. Frederick C. Craw- 
What They Did ford, that Gen. Eisenhower sent his warm- 
est congratulations to this same Belgian underground of which 
you speak so irresponsibly and which you judge, it seems, from 
the accounts you heard from collaborationists who are soon, we 
hope, to answer to Belgian justice? The general declared that, with- 
out the help of this army of resistance, the Allied armies could 
not have liberated our country so swiftly. Are you aware, Mr. 
Frederick C. Crawford, that if the U. S. Army could make use 
of the port of Antwerp for conveying the arms and munitions 
needed to halt the German offensive in December, it was because 
the Belgian army of the interior had prevented the Germans from 
destroying the port’s harbor installations? Last September 4, before 
the Allied armies reached Antwerp, the Belgian underground at- 
tacked the 1,500 Germans who had been ordered to smash the port. 
Fighting lasted for three days and the Patriots seized all the locks, 
They suffered heavy casualties: 81 killed, 62 seriously wounded, 
451 slightly wounded and 300 missing. 

“Maybe you have not heard of that, Mr. Frederick C. Crawford; 
now you know. If you would not have your name held in contempt 
by every Belgian for all time, then we expect that you will not 
simply retract your words; we expect you humbly to ask pardon of 
the heroes whom you have so eheaply insulted.”

The Background of | 
Jones-Wallace Feud 


WASHINGTON.—It was only natural to ex- 

| pect that a political furore would be raised over 

| the President’s acceptance of Secretary of Com- 

merce Jesse Jones’ resignation and the appointment in his place of 
former Vice President Henry Wallace. 

The two officials have been engaged in a private feud for the 
past several years and there were bound to be repercussions in 
a change of the kind. 

Except for this feud, Mr. Jones, an exceedingly able public 
servant, would undoubtedly have retired calmly without the re- 
Se contained in his letter yielding to the President's 
wishes. 

Ordinarily, of course, the right of a President to make such 
changes in his cabinet as he chooses cannot be questioned. And 
particularly is this true at the beginning of a new term, as fits the 
present circumstances. 

Traditionally it has been customary for cabinet officers to sub- 
mit their resignations at the beginning of a new presidential term, 
— the chief executive left free to accept or reject them as he 
pleases. 

But the thing about the present case that is particularly dis- 
pleasing to Mr. Jones and his many friends is that the President 
has asked him to step aside in order to make room for a man who 
has been his chief antagonist within the administration. If Mr. 
Roosevelt had expressed a desire to name anyone other than Mr. 
Wallace to the vacated post, Secretary Jones would have accepted 
the shift without a quibble, we may assume. 

The President's action had the effect of seemingly siding with 
the former vice president in the Wallace-Jones feud, to the extent 
of throwing Mr. Jones out and putting Mr. Wallace in his place. 
That always is a blow to a man’s pride. 3 

Secretary Jones was naturally not entirely placated by the 


President’s complimentary reference to his splendid public service ' 


and the pleasant relationship that has existed between them. The 
fact remains that he was ousted and a bitter enemy is being named 


to his place. | 
; So much for Mr. Jones’ side of the controversy. 

Other Side There is another side which can be cited anya 
plete justification, it seems, of what Mr. Roosevelt has done. He 
was under heavy obligation to Mr. Wallace for services rendered 
in the campaign, and he must have also felt a sense of obligation 
about the way the vice president was defeated for renomination at 
the Chicago convention. 

After the way the convention fight turned out, no one can deny 
that the President could have saved Mr. Wallace from defeat had 
he intervened wholeheartedly. He preferred that the Iowa man be 
continued as his running mate, yet he fell short of doing what was 
necessary to bring this about. 

Despite. his defeat, Mr. Wallace, who had every right to feel 
embittered, showed a high sense of loyalty by offering himself as 
the leading campaigner for the fourth term following the conven- 
tion. He made more speeches in behalf of the President than any- 
one else, and he did so largely at his own expense and organization, 
accepting no aid or contribution from the Democratic national 
committee. | 

How much real value all of this may have been to the Presi- 
dent’s re-election is beside the point. 

The fact of it is that the President considered that he was under 
sufficient obligation to Mr. Wallace to reserve a place for him in 
the cabinet and the former vice presidem, having expressed a pref- 
erence for Commerce, Mr. Roosevelt could not very well turn him 
down. 

This was all the more true since Mr. Wallace had been denied 
the State Department portfolio after the resignation of Secretary 
Hull. Little else for which he was suited was available, so that 
not too much point is to be made of the fact that he selected the 
post occupied by Mr. Jones. He naturally would not want to return 
to his old tion as head of the Agricultural Department, and 
Labor, another opening, would be a stepdown in rank. 


It is possible that still another factor en 
Another Factor tered into the situation somewhat. As be 


tween the loyalty of Mr. Wallace and Secretary Jones, the Presi- 
dent probably leaned more on the side of the vice president. The 
answer is found in the revolt started by Texas Democrats against 
the fourth term. A close kinsman of Mr. Jones was the leader of 
that revolt, and the White House could never understand why it 
was not within the secretary's power to stop the thing. 

Mr. Jones disclaimed innocence of the affair, and there is every 
reason to suppose that he was in fact innocent; but the White 
House felt he was in ition to kill the revolt and didn’t. That

Major Battle On 
In Ideological War 


WASHINGTON.—The almost incurable schism 
between the left and right wings of the Demo- 
cratic party again became glaringly obvious with 

the ousting of “Banker” Jesse Jones and the re-emergence of “Com- 
mon Man” Henry A. Wallace to a top strategical position in the Roose- 


velit administration. 

It has reopened—and bitterly— 
the “ideological warfare,” as it is 
known these days. 

The replacing of Mr. Jones as 
secretary of commerce by former 
Vice President Wallace had been 
rumored for several days. But 
when it came it was a sensation. 
This was because of the revelation 
that Henry Wallace would have 
jurisdiction also, as had Mr. Jones, 
over all the manifold lending 
agencies topped off by the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation 
which have been Jesse Jones’ pe- 
culiar and cherisher preserve for 
so long that it’s a habit 

The issue is fundamental, and 
both political and economic in 
base. 

Politically, the shift of positions 
starts the fight for control of the 
Democratic party for the 1948 
presidential election. It okey Mr. 
Wallace and his New 1 and 
CIO allies—if he is confirmed—a 
position of advantage to carry on 
his campaign for the nomination 
against the conservative wing of 
the party symbolized in Jesse 
Jones and his southern and busi- 
ness allies. 

Economically, the issue goes 
deep and far beyond party. 

Jesse Jones was the inside man, 
the champion and the contact, in 
the administration for conservative 
business and financial interests. 
As long as he was around they 
felt better about things. Repub- 
licans idolized him, too, as was 
demonstrated by the shrieks they 
are letting out. 

But there is more to it than that. 
This is not a fight over who shall 
control] the various lending agen- 
cies with which business and in- 
dustry are so inextricaly involv- 
ed, which were Jesse Jones’ chief 
concern. President Roosevelt was 
advised that Mr. Wallace could be 
confirmed easily enough merely as 
secretary of commerce, a harmless 
and routine post, but was warned 
against giving him charge also of 
the lending agencies 

But this control is what Mr. Wal- 
lace wanted, chiefly. 

That this is the issue, and a 
serious one, was indicated by 
the prompt introduction by Sen. 
George, Democrat, Georgia, fi- 


nance committee chairman, of a 
resolution to remove thesé sagen- 
cies from supervision by the secre- 
tary of commerce, that is, from 
Mr. Wallace. 

It all involves power over the 
purse strings, the sure and certain 
source of conflict. 

It can be made clearer, perhaps, 
ae ene back into history. The 
R was created originally by 
President Hoover as a big lending 
agency to bolster the then shaky 
financial structure of the country 
by loans to banks, railroads and 
business. to try to recreate pros- 

rity from the top, so to speak. 

r. Hodver wanted to avert direct 
relief measures which President 
Roosevelt adopted, in addition, 
when he became President. Mr. 
Jones was on the RFC board orig- 
inally. , 
Since then the RFC has extend- 
ed loans to all sorts of businesses 
and, with the war, numerous other 
agencies were created to advance 
funds for war plants and produc- 
tion. As a consequence, the gov- 
ernment has its hands in business 
all over the country, and it has 
representatives on boards of di- 
rectors of «ll sorts of enterprises, 
The hands have been those of 
Jesse Jones, conservative banker 
and businessman. 

Business does not want to have 
the hand of Mr. Wallace substi- 
tuted. This is for two reasons: 
First, they do not want him influ- 
encing their policies and having 
a say about what is to be done 
about war plants; second, they do 
not want him initiating through his 
control over these agencies any 
new spending projects. 

Henry Wallace has some very 
positive ideas about what ought 
to be done about creating jobs 
through the government’s spend- 
ing policies, with which business 
does not go along, and he is mak- 
ing no bones about his intentions, 
as he disclosed in the statement 
he issued when he was appointed. 

He thinks the government ought 
to play a more direct part on be- 
half of the people. In his appoint- 
ment the President recognized 
that, too. 

The country is about to witness 
a major conflict.

What of Politics as a Career? 


By GEORGE GALLUP, 
Director, American Institute of Public 
Opinion. 


PRINCETON, N. J.—The great 
majority of people in the Ameri- 
can voting population apparently 


do not think much of politics as a' 


life profession: they wouldn't want 
a son of theirs to enter politics as 
a life’s work. 

This is based on a nation-wide 
survey in which a cross-section of 
voters was asked: 


“If you had a son would you 
like to see him go into politics 
as a life's work?” 

The replies:

In Britain, when a somewhat 
Similar question was asked, less 
than a majority—48 per cent—an- 
swered no, but more than a quar- 
ter—27 per cent—were undecided. 
Twenty-five per cent, slightly 
more than in VU. S&S. said they 
would like to see a son or daugh- 
ter take up politics as a life’s 
work. 


What is the basis.of the strong 
opposition to politics as a career 
in this country? Seven out of ten 
‘among those who said _ they 
wouldn’t like to see their son en- 
ter politics gave one of the fol- 
lowing reasons: 


1. Politics are too crooked. 

2. Temptations are too great for 
even a good man. 

Not much future in it; bet- 
ter jobs elsewhere. 


4. Too precarious a way of 
earning a living. 


Some of the comments as given 
to field reporters: ‘“‘Too much graft 
... Life is not your own... It’s 
a miserable life, always at the 
mercy of the people... He’d be 
hated by everyone... Too much 
mud slinging.” 


And then one to which many a 
congressman might want to add a 
fervent Amen—‘“Politics? It’s just 
headaches, heartaches and disillu- 
sionment.” 


Many persons gave replies in- 
dicating that their opposition to 
their sons’ entering politics was 
based upon economic or security 
considerations; they felt their sons 
should enter politics “only after 
establishing thmselves in the busi: 
ness or professional world. 


The one in five willing to see 
their sons enter politics have their 
reasons, too. The two most often 
mentioned reasons: 

1 There is great need for good 
and honest men in politics 
today. 

. Politics presents an oppor- 
tunity to serve, to help mold 
future national and world 
politics: 

Some of the comment: ‘Politics 
is not all corrupt; it needs people 
with intelligence and tact ...Hon- 
est men _ should supplant. the 
crooks . .. Politics is as clean as 
the people in it... Unless good 


men enter politics, democracy will

Did FDR Mean What He Said? 


WASHINGTON—Prior to the 
Democratic convention in Chicago 
last summer, President Roosevelt’s 
indorsement of Henry A. Wallace 
for vice presidential renomination 
generally was construed as an in- 
vitation for the convention to 
knock him off, and exactly the 
same implication has cast a se- 
vere blight on the President's cur- 
rent désignation of Wallace for 
secretary of commerce. 


Certainly Mr. Roosevelt’s letter 
to the cabinet cast-off, Jesse H. 
Jones, was one of the strangest 
any President has written. Its 
praise of Mr. Jones’s official per- 
formance could not have been 
more fulsome. It did not suggest 
even remotely that Mr. Wallace 
possessed qualifications fitting him 
to fill the office better than Mr. 
Jones. 

The change was being made, the 
President said, for the “reason 
only” that he had promised Wal- 
lace “almost any” job he asked 
for, in compensation for support 
of “our cause” in the presidential 
campaign and “he (Wallace) has 
told me he thought he could do 
the greatest amount of good in the 
Department of Commerce.” 


It was the senate’s detection of 
just this sort of “payoff for po- 
litical services rendered,” that 
caused it to reject the nominations 
of former Democratic Chairman 
Edward F. Flynn for minister to 
Australia, and former Gov. James 
A. Allred, of Texas, for a circuit 
judgeship, just after the 1942 elec- 
tion,

The impres- 
sion long has been abroad that 
Mr. Jones is, above all, a guard- 
ian of the federal cash box and a 
protector of private enterprise. 

And, justly or not, Wallace as 
definitely has become tabbed as 
the ringleader among those who 
would like to make after-war re- 
conversion, including disposal of 
the vast plants built from Mr. 
Jones’s loans, an excuse for so- 
cializing or communizing the na- 
tion’s whole business structure. 


Republican senate leaders have 
cautioned their following to keep 
mum, on the theory that it is bet- 
ter to let Democratic opponents of 
the Wallace-Jones shift get in the 
first licks. It is a virtual cer- 
tainty, however, that at least 34 
of the 38 Republican senators will 
vote against confirmation of Wal- 
lace unless the loan agencies are 
taken out of his hands, and that 
most of these will vote against 
him on any other basis. 

This leaves a requirement of 12 
to 14 additional votes to accom- 
plish Waliace’s defeat, and pres-

Collective Security Buried at Dumbarton Oaks 


LONDON.—(By Wireless)—Col- 
lective security was safely buried 
at Dumbarton Oaks, Paul Struye, 
a Belgian writer, declares in the 
Belgian semiofficial journal, Mes- 
sage, appearing on the eve of the 
forthcoming meeting of the Big 
Three, 

“Consequently, small states tend 
quite naturally to seek other means 
of guaranteeing their security,” 
Struye adds. 

Struye says that Belgium would 
be especially glad to see the estab- 
lishment of a western entente, in- 
cluding Belgium, Holland, France 
and Britain and possibly Norway 
and Denmark, which would en- 
deavor to conduct a common for- 
eign and military policy. 

“Air bases could be placed at the 
disposal of Britain in Belgium and 
Holland,” he states, “while the 
military establishments of the Low 
Countries endangered by the near- 
ness of the German frontiers could 
be removed to Britain.” 

Struye believes that a common 
financial and military policy would 
lead toward a common economic 
policy. He says that tragic ex- 
periences twice within one genera- 
tion have taught Belgium that its 
own neutrality will not safeguard 
Belgium’s peace and security, nor 
will the guarantees of the big pow- 
ers accomplish this objective. 

The League of Nations, Struye 
points out, could not prevent the 
conquest of Manchuria, the inva- 
sions of China and Ethiopia, nor 
even the reoccupation of the 
Rhineland by the Germans, 

Belgium realizes the big powers 
will decide the fate of Europe, he 
says, and he “hopes” that the “im- 
possible situations” of Versailles 
will not be repeated, citing as ex- 
amples the Danzig Corridor, a 
helpless Austria, the excessive dis- 
memberment of Hungary and the 


incorporation of 2,000,000 Sudeten 
Germans within Czechoslovakia. 
He asks that state boundaries be 
made to harmonize with nationali- 
ties, and where this is impossible 
he recommends the forcible trans- 
plantation of minorities. 

The Struye proposal echoes a 
strong sentiment in Belgium for a 
close entente with Great Britain. 
If Prime Minister Churchill were 
to make to Belgium an offer for 
association within the British em 
pire similar to the offer he made 
to France, it is possible it would

DIAGNOSIS 


Modern personnel methods in- 
volve screening out of the incom- 
petents and then introducing the 
competent workers pleasantly to 
their new environment. 

In the old days, a strange work- 
man felt under considerable ten- 
sion. The company did little to re- 
lieve it. And the older workers 
around him were often inclined to 
razz him or make him the butt of 
jokes and otherwise try to get his 
goat. 

Nowadays, we know that a per- 
son doesn’t work efficiently in a 
hostile atmosphere, so we intro- 
duce the newcomer to his fellow 
workers, 

His immediate superior also is 
helpful and tries to instruct him 
properly so he will get on to the 
ropes as quickly as possible, 

This friendly introduction, and 
adequate instruction in his duties, 
are of paramount importance. 

Some employes may even then 
fail to handle their duties success- 
fully or may be lazy, dishonest or 
unduly slow. 


HOW TO CRITICIZE 


There are times when correction 
and intelligent criticism are nec- 
essary. 

But nobody likes to be repri- 
manded, even when it is for his 
own good. It is a delicate situation, 
at best, to point out another's 
faults. How can you do it without 
incurring the latter’s ill will? 

Employ what I have termed the 
“sandwich method.” Take the err- 
ing individual into your private 
office. Then pay him an honest 
compliment on some demonstrable 
virtue that he possesses. 

Now insert the meaty or critical 
layer of the sandwich, and then 
conclude with another honest com- 
pliment. 

Thus you will have buoyed up 
his ego or pride enough to offset 
the deflating effect of your criti- 
cism; yet he will be corrected in 
the realm where he needed im- 
provement. 

This “sandwich method” is in- 
valuable for employers, as well as 
wives and school teachers. It is 
the only foolproof method I know 
by which you can reprove your 
employe or husband or child with- 
out producing sullenness, anger or 
ill will,

‘Enrichment’ of Bread and Cereals 
Should Have Georgia's Indorsement 


By SALLY SAVER, 


Since the war began all white 
flour and most cereals have been 
“enriched.” The packages are la- 
beled “enriched,” which means 
that certain minerals and vitamins 
are added to the products. This 
“enrichment” is being done under 
a special federal law effective dur- 
ing wartime in an effort to pro- 
tect the national health as far as 
possible as long as the national 
crisis exists. 

Not everyone understands what 
“enrichment” means and its value, 
especially to us in the south. Brief- 
ly, it is this: Grains are one of our 
most basic foods, and whole grains 
are rich sources of vitamins and 
minerals. But on the whole we 
do not use many whole grain prod- 
ucts—whole wheat bread, brown 
rice, dark rye bread, whole corn 
meal, and whole grain cereals. Our 
national taste and particularly in 
the south is for white breads, re- 
fined corn meal, grits and other 
milled products. Since it is diffi- 
cult indeed to change people’s eat- 
ing habits it was deemed better to 


mmerovs or “enrich” the foods for 
wh 


ch they have a cultivated taste. 
In the process of milling to make 


white flours and fine meals most 


of the vitamins and minerals are 
removed; in “enriching” some of 
these are pyt back in a colorless 
and tasteless form. The “enrich- 
ment” does not bring the product 
back up to the value of the whole 
grain before milling, but it is far 
more nutritious than the unen- 
riched product.

of the manufacturer and baker. 
Some of these were far-sighted 
and progressive and were making 
“enriched” products before the na- 
tional act came into being. But 
the individual manufacturer of 
“enriched” products found it none 
too profitable to “enrich” his foods, 
for though it cost very little to 
“enrich” them, he had continually 
to advertise them himself and try 
to persuade the public to accept 
them. In the early days his per- 
suasive powers often backfired, 
and he found many overweight 
women leaving the bread labeled 
“enriched” on the shelf and choos- 
ing another brand because she 
feared the word “enriched” meant 
something in it would make her 
fatter!

That was the stock answer of the late Judge Landis, commis- 
sioner of baseball, when someone would query him as to the chances 
of the game to operate in wartime. 

The commissioner's answer was a nice 
figure of speech, but the fact remains 
that you need more than nine ball play- 
ers on each club to play a daily schedule 
over five months. 

What, then, is the minimum number 
of players that each club must have for 
successful league operation? 

Incidentally, what is the status of the South- 
ern League in relation to the player personnel 
and possibility of operation? 

For years the Southern League has operated 

3 most successfully with 17 active players. In 
the dim distant past they got along with 15 men and did very well. 
So. it is very reasonable to suppose that, in a pinch, the clubs could 
operate with 15 players. That, it seems, would be about the muin- 


imum. 

The final reserve lists for 1945 show approximately 120 
holdovers in the Southern League. This means that each 
club has an average working nucleus of about 15 players. 
True, quite a few of these are classified 4-F, which would 
bring the list to about 80 players, or 10 per team from last 
year’s holdover roster. 

Since the close of the season, the eight clubs in the South- 
ern circuit have signed approximately 50 players, which 
would jump the manpower about six per club. On the whole, 
the Dixie circuit is in anything but bad shape, with each 
club having available an average of 15 players per team. Of 
course, a number of the newly signed will fail to make the 
grade, but all in all it presents a fairly pleasing picture for

pitching staff in the entire circult. The result of those 10 games 
spelled disaster to the Crackers’ chances. . 

In a series at New Orleans starting Aug. 25, with the race so 
close that the lead often changed daily between Atlanta, Memphis 
and Nashville, the Crackers were set back on their heels when the 
Pelicans won three out of five. New Orleans took the last three 
games of the series, twice shutting out Atlanta.

MUST BE FOR WAR CHARITIES

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan, 23.—(#)—What is the outlook for 
major open golf tournaments in 1945? 

It is a question that must go unanswered at present but 
the Professional Golfers’ Association tournament program for 
1945 was the best in the organization’s history a few weeks 
ago. 

Golf, in all its phases, was responsible for the sale of mil- 
lions of dollars in war bonds last year. In addition, veterans 
at rehabilitation centers benefitted through large funds raised 
from tournaments and exhibitions. 

And an even larger program was planned for the coming 
campaign. Then came War Mobilization Director James F. 
Byrnes’ request that closed down race tracks. That was fol- 
lowed by re-examination of the 4-F athletes. ; 

Pending developments, the PGA intends to go ahead with 
its program. 

Ed Dudley, PGA president, says that “every tournament 
assigned by us this year must be played for some war charity 
and with war. bonds as the prizes. We are dedicating our 1945
